The Needs are Great. Strong, Faithful, Fearless Men are in Demand. 








In many public places in 
the towns and cities of the 
U.S. are great flaming pictures 
displaying scenes of men, 
horses and artillery rushing off 
to war. In large letters under 
or toone side or across the 
picture is inscribed in large 
letters: ‘“‘Able bodied men 
wanted for the army. (Good 
pay. All expenses paid.’’ 
This kind of advertising has 
the desired effect and  hun- 
dreds and thousands of strong 
young men leave their com- 
fortable homes and friends 
and join thearmy. This good 


pay and no expense is only 
for a short time (in this life ) 
and then it is all over. 

I see a picture of a different 
character painted in thousands 
of cities, towns, villages and 
rural districts as well, and a- 
cross its face a call for volun- 
teers. The wording is a little 
different, but it means a eal] 
for strong able bodied men 
(and women too) to join the 
army. Not anarmy to mer- 
cilessly shoot men down, but 
an army to lift up the fallen 
and minister to the needs of 
suffering sinful humanity. 


‘The harvest truly is plen- 
teous, but the laborers are few ; 
Pray ye therefore the Lord of 
the harvest, that he: will send 
forth laborers into his _har- 
vest.’’ ‘‘and as ye go, preach, 
saying, The kingdom of heav- 
en is at hand. Heal the sick, 
cleanse the. lepers, raise the 
dead, cast out devils: freely 
ye have received, freely give.”’ 

What a contrast! In the 
first call they are to volunteer 
to shoot men down — wound 
cripple and kill them. 

In the second it is to be 
noticed that it is a call for 
volunteers to heal up the sick 
or wounded and even raise 
the dead. . In the first call, to 
make it more attractive and to 
entice the young men, it some- 
times reads that they will be 
granted the privilege of much 
travel and can see much of the 
world. This part sounds some- 








thing like the second call for 
we read across the picture, 
‘Go ye into all the world.’’ 
The first call offers good pay 
and expenses paid. Read a- 
cross the other picture. ““Take 
no thought, saying, What 
shall we eat? or, What shall 
we drink? or, Wherewithal 
shall we be clothed? es 
But seek ye first the kingdom 
of God, and His righteous- 
ness; and all these things 
shall be added unto you. 

+ + « There is no man 
that hath left house, or breth- 
ren, orsisters, or father, or 
mother, or wife, or children, 
or lands, for my sake, and the 
gospel’s, but he shall receive 
an hundred fold now in this 
time, houses, and brethren, 
and sisters, and mothers, and 
children, and lands, with per- 
secutions; and in the world to 
come eternal life.”’ 

The first call mentioned a- 
bove is meeting with hearty 
response and thousands of 
young men are roving over 
the world drilling and prepar- 
ing for and engaging in war. 
They are drawing their pay 
and having what they call “‘a 
good time’’ preparing to take 
men’s lives or cripple them for 
life. This is the world, and is 
counted honorable and great. 
But it is only for a few short 
years. 

The second call is meeting 
with some response, too, but 
the volunteers are coming too 
slow. There is a promise of 
great rewards — good pay. 
Why don’t more young men 
respond to the call? The de- 
mand is great and a promise 
of houses, and brethren, and 
and mothers, and 
Again 


sisters, 


children, and lands. 





I say, Why don’t more brave 


young men volunteer when 
the pay is so good? 
Some one might suggest 


that the promise of persecu- 
tions keeps them back, but 
surely persecutions could not 
be any worse than active war 
where men are falling all a- 
round them bleeding, man- 
gled, dying and dead, and 
they themselves liable to be 
the recipient of the next ball 
or shell. No, it is not the fear 
of persecutions that keeps 
them from volunteering in the 
service in response to the call. 

Some one might suggest 
that the promise of eternal 
life ought to be the means of 
attraction sufficient to cause 
them to volunteer. Such a 
one of course would advise to 
preach about heaven the fut- 
ure eternal abode. They 
would show the beautiful 
mansions, gold paved streets, 
absence of sickness and death 
and in fact hold up all the 
attractions of heaven as des- 
eribed in the Bible and draw 
strongly on their imaginations 
besides. Oh, but if this was 
the power to draw people to 
enlist in this second army of 
which we are writing then the 
ranks would surely be full, for 
hundreds and thousands of 
beautiful pictures of this kind 
are painted every Sunday. 
But there are but few volun- 
teers even if the pictures are 
beautiful, and promises of 
good pay made emphatic and 
attractive. 

The volunteers to this army 
do not come in that way. 

Will cite one instance: 
When Saul of Tarsus was trav- 
eling toward Damascus it was 
aot with the intention of off- 
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ering himself asa volunteer in 
this army, but before he arriv- 
ed in the city he was heard to 
say as he offered himself for 
the service, ‘‘Lord, what wilt 
thou have me to do?’ He 
was sent on to the city to the 
volunteer station and at head 
quarters it was stated that He 
would show Saul how great 
things he must suffer. Not 
much attraction in that kind 
of a promise of pay for service. 
Sut Saul’s name was written 
down on the roll as a_ soldier 
and immediately marched off 
to the battle field under his 
new found Captain. 

3ut what was the cause of 
such hasty action on the part 
of Saul? He left his home no 
doubt fully expecting to be 
back in a few days and no 
thought of entering the ranks 
of the regular army and 
marching off to the battle field 
from which he would never 
return. We may justly en- 
quire for.the cause of all this. 

We can find the answer 
written on the face of Stephen, 
the faithful martyr, as from a 
thousand throats went up a 
ery for God to send laborers 
into the harvest to take the 
place of their fallen brother. 
‘‘Pray ye therefore the Lord 
of the harvest, that he will 
send forth laborers into his 
harvest.’’ There is the secret. 
In answer to the prayers of 
God’s people there will be 
multitudes of volunteers for 
service in the Lord’s army. 

Then as the work is_press- 
ing so heavily upon us and 
the demands so great for faith- 
ful men to carry the gospel to 
the ends of the earth we send 
forth this special call to Pray! 
Pray!! Pray!!! for the Lord 
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of the harvest to send forth 
laborers into His harvest. 
How often do we hear the 
words, ‘‘Pray for me,’’ come 
from the lips of honest sincere 
souls! Interested in them- 
selves. Afraid they will go 
down in the midst of the bat- 
tle. Therefore they call for 
prayer for themselves. It 
comes irom every quarter, 
‘Pray for me.” This: is not 
wrong. We do not write this 
critically, but please for a little 
while let us all pray the one 
prayer, “‘Lord, send more lab- 
orers into the harvest.’’ Pray 
earnest prayers. 
heart felt prayers. 


Pray long 

Pray over 
this matter until you become 
enthused about it. If God 
has been talking to you here- 
tofore about going, Pray till 
you can’t stay any longer—till 
you will have to go or send a 
substitute which of course 
means to pay his way. Pray 
tillyou cry. Pray till you 
see the volunteers coming by 
the thousands as you finally 
become so exercised in prayer 
that you fall into a trance or 
vision. 

The needs are great. Strong, 
faithful, fearless men are in 
demand. Calls are coming 
from North, East, South, and 
West. ‘‘Send us a preacher,”’ 
they say. “‘We are starving 
for the Word of God.’’ My 
heart grows sick within me as 
these pitiful cries float in on 
the breeze (through the mail 
nearly every day) and _ their 
moans reach my sympathetic 
ear. Whatshall I do? At 
last the answer comes. Pray! 

I therefore send forth this 
strong appeal for Prayer, that 
God will send forth laborers 
into His harvest. 


Pray in your family worship. 
Pray in your prayer meetings. 
Pray in your secret devotions. 
Pray the Lord of the harvest 
to send forth laborers into 
His harvest. Pray and pray 
until God will burst in upon 
even our enemies and wrench 
from the grasp of satan some 
more Pauls that will go forth 
caring nothing for food and 
raiment nor a_ support for 
their families. When God 
sends He willsurely care for 
those He sends as well as those 
precious darlings left behind, 
provided the one sent spends 
his time in Math. 6:38. 

Give me a thousand men 
who are strong, fearless and 
faithful, and who will abandon 
themselves to God and live in 
the sixth chapter of Matthew 
and soon will be repeated that 
which was said in Apostolic 
days, ‘‘These that have turn- 
ed the world upside down are 
come hither also,’’ and the 
world will be turned into a 
state of amazement and won- 
der. We do not want weak- 
lings nor those who pull down 
and destroy more than they 
build up, but strong, faithful, 
fearless men are in demand.
